How to keep children from falling 
into San Francisquito creek was 
discussed Tuesday night by a large 
audience at the meeting of the Men- 
lo Park city council. 

The question was raised by sub- 
mission to the council of a petition, 
reportedly signed by more than 60 
jer cent of property owners in the 


Stanford Park area, requesting tor- 
mation of an assessment district to 
erect a fence along the creek bank 
from El Camino Real to Arbor road. 

The petition had been drawn last 
summer on the advice of the coun-

The second principal objection 
came from residents of the Hermcsa 
tract, who stated that, with their 
ungraded streets and large uncov- 
ered Jots, they contributed no wa- 
ter to the puddles that the project | 
is primarily designed to remove.

Protests on Storm Drainage Project

a city wide bond issue being urged 
instead. 

Mayor Chorles P. Burgess opened 
the proceedings with an explana- 
tion of the city’s aims in trying to 
reduce the plan to the minimum 
that wi!l do the job of removing the 
most serious puddles, in finding the 
fairest means of financing the work 
and meeting as many objections as 
possible in order to get the project 
accomplished. 

Smith then outlined two alternate 
proposals for the new system. 

The first propcsal would involve 
the basic sewer line from Middle 
avenue down Arbor road -to the 
creek. 

This line would be extended up 
Middle to Claire place and would 
connect with existing drains at 

that point and in Oakville terrace 
and with lines serving Windsor 
drive and the Arbor road area 
between Middle and Santa Cruz 
avenues. 

To this would be added a line 
running into the Rosefield tract on 
the northwest side of Santa Cruz. 

Assessments for this “stripped 
down” system would run, Smith 
estimated, to $105 per average quar- 
ter-acre lot, with larger lots ac- 
commodcting only one dwelling un- 
it being on the same basis. 

In the Hermosa tract and the 
Brookdell subdivisions, however, the 
assessment would be cut to ‘$55 to 
$60,” Smith said on the basis that 
they would not be directly tied into 
the system at that time, ‘put contri- 
bute some water to the problem and 
would probably take advantage of 
the main lines at a later date. 
ALTERNATE 

The alternate proposal would in- 
volve extending the Middle 9venue 
line as far as ,Hobart strecu anu 
running another down San Mateo 
drive from Middle to Bay Laurel. 
Under this plan, all assessments 
‘would be on the $105 basis. e 

Smith also emphasized that as- 
sessment figures were based on the 
bid of the E. J. Tobin company, 
which has recently completed in- 
stallation of the drainage system 
in the Olive avenue-Oakdell Manor 
area. 

Holding Tobin to his bid much 
longer might not be possible, 
Smith said, and there is no way of 
telling what costs might actually 
be if new bids had to be called. 

Whitman Ridgeway, 245 San Mateo 

drive, spoke first for the residents 
of the Brookdell section. Those res- 
jdents do not believe, he said, that 
they either contribute water to the 
drainage problem or would benefit 
from the system, and for that rea- 
son wish to be excluded from the 
assessment district. 
RATE OF SEEPAGE 

William Coldiron, 7 Hermosa 

place, enlarged on this theory by 
quoting scientific books to show 
that the area could not possibly 
contribute water to the problem be- 
cause underground seepage would 
move at a maximum rate of 10 
feet per day, while surface flow was 
blocked by the crown of streets sur- 
rounding the area. 
- Coldiron also stated that he ob- 
§ectéd to being. assessed by the city 
of Menlo Park while living in an 
unincorporated area. 

“J am not interested in contri- 
buting 55 cents to a Menlo Park 
improvement,” he said, “put I'd 

be perfectly willing to contribute 
$500 if necessary to solve a pro- 
-Dlem of Brookdell in a private 
way among the residents of 
_ Brookdell.” 

J. Murray Luck, 101 San Mateo 
@rive, declared that between Bay 
Laurel and the creek, water flow is 
toward the creek, not away from it, 
and that this area should therefore 
he excluded. 

Fred Moore, 205 San Mateo drive® 
said. that he was convinced the 


_ stretch of San Mateo drive did not 
: ‘poritribute any water te™ the pro- 


blem and should not be assessed. 

Dr. Robert M. Leggett, 355 San 
Mateo drive, on the other hand, de- 
clared that he had lived there for 
10 years and knew definitely that 
water flowed down San Mateo drive 
toward Middle avenue. 

DYE TEST SUGGESTED 

Ridgway declared that if the city 
could prove that Brockdell water 
did add to the drainage problem, 
he would withdraw his objections. 

Mayor Burgess suggested that 
perhaps the only means of doing so 
would be to sprinkle dye on the 
ground and follow where it washed. 
On the positive side of the lec- 
ger, the council received no pro- 
tests from the Rosefield tract, and 
Seth W. Sampson, 1175 Hermosa 
way, urged speedy completion of 
the project. 

“In winter time,” he said, “we 
sometimes say we are living on 
the shores of Lake Hermosa. I 
believe that in equity to every- 
one and to our nicely growing 
city, we should put in an adequate 
drainage system....I’m_ willing 
to pay my share.” 

Speaking as 2 resident of the Her- 
mosa tract, C. R. Collier of 953 Cot- 
ten street, pointed out that water 
along the ungraded streets in that 
section 
cept straight down.”

RESPONSIBILITY 

Burgess pointed out that the 
smaller contribution of water from 
that section had been taken into 
account in reducing assessments 
from the $290 level originally pre- 
posed to $55 in the present mini- 
mum plan, but that in equity a cer- 
tain amount of responsibility from 
the area must be acknowledged and 
that when and if streets were grad- 
ed and paved, the area would pro- 
bably tie into the present system 
with the line extended up Middle 
avenue. 

And when might that, extension 
be put in, inquired O. W. Olsem of 
958 Hckart street. 

Burgess replied, “Probably not 
net vatil Hermosa, Cotten and 
Hobert are graded and paved, if 
ever.” 

George H. Eveland, Hermosa 
asked if assessment for the Hermosa 
tract could not be delayed uniil 
such time as the area did connect 
to the system, with the city advanc= 
ing the funds in the meantime, as 
is contemplated for the Hillview 
Mancr subdivision from which the 
city plans to recoup about $9,000 of 
present cost when further drains 
are installed. 

Burgess explained that Hillview 
is not affected in any way by the 
present proposed installation while 
the Hermosa tract must be held re- 
sponsible in some degree.

portions cf the city have already 
paid for adequate systems on their 
own, and that to tax them again 
would be inequitable and would 
raise the possibility that sections 
now proposed to be assessed might 
also be taxed for improvements in- 
stalled in other areas.

The Menlo Park elementary 
school district board of trustees 
agreed Monday- night to begin 
working toward formation of a citi- 
zens’ committee which ‘will study 
curriculum,, “evaluation” and site 
utilization problems of the district. 

The group, which is to represent 
social, geographic, and economic 
groups from all parts of the school 
district, was proposed as the trus- 
tees tabled a questionnaire that a 
group of parents had drawn up for 
possible mailing to all parents of 
the district. 

The citizens’ committee was pro- 
posed after board of trustees Chair- 
man George Angus told members 
of the parents’ group ‘that the 
board had reached no definite con- 
clusions about the questionnaire 
submitted last week, but that he 
felt it could not be sent out in its 
present form. 

WITHDRAWS REQUEST 

At the same time, school district 
Superintendent Mel Homfeld with- 
drew a recommendation he had 
made at he board’s Feb. 11 meeting, 
in which he ssked that members 
consider the hiring of a “curricu- 


lum coordinator.” He substituted a | positive response achieved by a sim- 


recommendation that the board 
consider the hiring of a business ad- 
ministrator, leaving himself more 
time for the supervision of instruc- 
tional affairs. ; 

Hoemfeld, during the course of 
the two-hour discusssion, recom- 
mended curriculum, evaluation and 
site utilization as “areas in which 


study by a citizens’ group would be 


of help” but pointed out that such 
a committee should. have the guid- 
ance of experts where necessary. 
The superintendent also reveal- 
ed that he is now studying a new 
type of report card, which is to be 
submitted to teachers of the dis- 
trict for their study and which 
may possibly be given a “ti@l 
run” for parents’ consideration. 

The present form of report card 
used by the district was the sub- 
ject of two of the questions in the 
document: submitted for trustees’ 
study last week. 

Several members of the audience 
present indicated their support of 
the board’s stand on the question- 
naire as originally submitted. 
GUIDANCE 

During. the discussion, . Homfeld 
detailed the district’s evaluation 
and testing program for pupils in 
the district’s four schaols, and out- 
lined the guidance progrom used in 
individual cases where needed. 

In recommending study of the 
pessibility of hiring a business man-

J. C. Davenport, 54 Moulton drive, 
Atherton, pointed out that former 
Menlo Park elementary school dis- 
trict pupils have done well at Men- 
lo-Atherton high school. and that} 
pupils at that school appeared, on 
the whole, to be well above the na- 
tional average insofar as recently- 
administered “Iowa” achievement 
tests showed. 

John W. Leahy, who acted as 
the parents’ group’s spokesman 
at last week’s meeting, reviewed 
the progress of the formation of 
| that group in answer to another 
question from the floor. 

Asked if the parents’ group re- 
presented parents from the whole 
district, Leahy recapitulated that 
the group had first started meet- 
ings about four months ago, and 
that members want more informa- 
tion on educational problems in 
general as well as school district 
problems in particular. 

He reiterated that members of 
the parents’ group had formulated 
their questionnaire in view of the 


[ilar one sent out by the Palo Alto 
school system about two years ago. 
QUESTIONS READ 

The questionnaire itself was then 
read by Trustees Ben Holland, for 
the benefit of members of the aud- 
fence. i 

One member of the audience re- 
plied, after hearing the questions, 
that he felt “a lot of unrest” would 
result if such a questionnaire were 
used. 

He added that a school district 
election is “coming up.” 

“If you want a particular kind 
of a program for this district, you 
should get a candidate to support 
it. and elect him,” he said. 

Homfeld expressed himself as 
“leery” of questionnaires because 
they can be misinterpreted and “will 
be, if at-all possible.”

Library - 
Question 
On Ballot | —

For some time the city council 
has been considering the matter of 
what to do about the public library. 
We have received in the last year 
several complaints from one indi- 
vidual and the council feels that 
there may be others in the commun- 
ity cf the same opinion. 


In erder te ascertain the opin- 
ion of the city as a whole, the 
council is placing an informal 
proposition on the ballot which 
will give the voter an opportunity 
to state how much if anything he 
is willing to pay in increased tax- 
es to improve the local library, 

At present, Menio Park is a part 
of the San Mateo county library 
system. A tax of 7 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation is levied through- 
out the unincorporated area and in 
those cities not maintaining city 
libraries for the support of this sys- 
tem, 

Te Menlo Park branch is at 631 
Menlo avenue. 

The city is now paying $25 month- 
ly toward the rent of the building. 
The main county library ine Red- 
wocd City services the numerous 
branches, and the large stock of 
books is rotated from branch to 
branch. Borrowers may obtain any 
of the books in the collection on 
request. 

Menlo Park can improve its li- 
brary in two weys. It can supple-

The quartette became lost when 
they took the south fork along Bu- 
tano creek, instead of the trail- 
blazed left fork; by nightfall they 
had completely lost bearings, so de- 
cided to make camp on the,spot. 


Since the weather was cold, the 
youngsters scught a hollow log in 
which to spend the night; they 
were dismayed when the first log 
they investigated held a hibern- 
ating bear, Mrs. Lockman said 
she was told. In addition to the 
bear, the foursome sighted tracks 
of some wild animal, which later 
were identified, according to the 
boys, as those of a mountain lion.

In its monthly listing of number 
and types of communicable diseases 
reported during the month, the San 
Mateo county health department 
also listed one case each of polio- 
myelitis and syphilis found here 
during the same month. 

In Atherton single cases of diph- 
theria and meningitis were found. 

Six cases of communicable dis- 
eases were reported from East Palo 
Alto during the same period. These 
included three cases of chicken pox 
and one case each of German mea- 
sles, tuberculosis and whooping 
cough.

Angling Rules 


The department of fish and game 
reminds California sportsmen of the 
following general regulations which 
apply to current fishing: 

Steelhead Trout and Salmon— 
Ends Feb. 29 in specified waters. 
Bag limit: 2 trout or salmon or 
combination in most areas. 

Catfish—No closed season. Bag 
limit: 15 pounds and one fish. 
Night fishing permitted in Siski- 
you, Shasta, Lake and Modoc coun- 
ties. Minimum size limit in Clear 
Lake only: 9 inches. 

Black Bass, Sunfish, Crappie, Sa- 
cramento Perch—Ends Feb. 29 in 
all counties north of Mono, Madera, 
Fresno, San Benito, Santa Clara 
and Santa Cruz counties. No closed 
season elsewhere. Bag limits: 5 
black bass, 25 sunfish, crappie, 
perch. Local exceptions. No size 
limits. 

Striped Bass—No closed season. 
Bag limit: 5 fish®*or 25 pounds and 
one fish, or 2 fish regardless of 
weight. Minimum size limit: 12 
inches. 

Ocean Fish—No closed season in 
Pacific ocean for salmon, trout, 
rockfish, tuna, yellowtail, marlin, 
broadbill swordfish, black sea bass, 
barracuda, white sea bass, bonito, 
rock bass, sand bass, kelp bass, hali- 
but, corbina, croaker, lingcod, and 
cabezone. 

Bag limits: 3 trout or salmon 
north of Monterey-San Luis Obispo 
county line; 2 south; 15 in aggre- 
gate, but not more than 10 of any 
one of other species listed above.

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reason do I recommend a spray 
or dusting of DDT or chlordane. 

If you spray the foundation of 
your house every few months you 
will have no troubles, and you will 
also be controlling earwigs, bee- 
tles, cockroaches, spiders, sowbugs, 
and various other insects that 
swarm in from the outside. 

Those that already exist inside 
shoud be killed when seen, and their 
favorite hiding places treated. 

Pantry beetles, cereal mites, and 
flour and meal moths present a real 
problem in the kitchen. The best 
control is to throw out any infected 
food and thoroughly clean up the 
pantry. 

Warmth, dampness and dirt are 
just what these insects like. Do 
not use DDT or chlordane as a 
contact spray, as they leave a re- 
sidue. Pyrethrum sprays can be 
used as they leave no residue, but 
must hit the insects to be effect- 
ive. 

Carpet beetles, clothes moths, 
crickets and silver fish are terribly 
destructive to fabrics and hence ex- 
pensive guests to keep around, They 
all thrive in dark, warm places and 
usually on soiled clothes. Keeping 
closets and clothes clean, aired and 
sunned is the best protection. Fa- 
brics that have to be stored can be 
sprayed with DDT or Toxaphene. 
An infected area should be sprayed 
with 5 per cent DDT or chlordane, 
and all the clothes dry-cleaned. It 
your problem is a major one, it is 
best to call in a licensed pest con- 


trol man.
